[OPINION BX HAWLBT, O. J,J 


The plaintiffs, as owners of a drain 


ditch constructed, in 1876, brought 
this action to recover da mages agaiuat 
defendauia for wrongfully flowing 
waste wator from, their lauds to the 
injury of pluiutiff-t'ditch, and for an 
injunction to restrain such wrongful 
flowing of waste water. 


At tue closa of plaiutiflY testimony 


the defendants moved fur a non-auu 
upon the ground, among others, that 
it did not appear that the injury com- 
plained of "was the result of the juinl 
or concurrent act of the defendants." 
I'nis motion was overruled. 
This 


case was tried before a jury to whom 
special issues were submitted. 


Tbe jury auswered the special 


usnes, and also found a general 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff, asses 
sm,> t >e damages at Hfty dollars. 


Both par ieo in_o.ve.l for judgment 


upon the special isin^s found liy the 
jury. The Court gave judgment in 
tavor of .be plaintiffs, and the defend 
ants appeal. 


From tbe issues found by tbe jury 


it appears that the "waste water from 
the d<-t'«udiiiith'-liind3 And irrigating 
ditolies" did ii>w into plaiattnV riruia 
ditoti and that the wasie water from 
ihu lands and irrigating ditches of 
Henry Westo'u'ubd'Mary Wall also 
flowed into plaiutiftV drum ditch 


The waste water from the lands 


ind ditches of the detecdun's baa 
flawed upon the land drained and 
intersected by the dram ditch, oi 
plaintiff•< ever since 18ti4 


With the exception of the 8th day 


of May 1877. uo mure waste or drain 
age water flowed from the lands and 
ditnbes of the defendants than in 
previous years. 
The 
defendants 


"own, 
occupy and irrigate separate 


and distinct tract* or parcels of land 
each in his own right." They have 
no dram ditch which they use to 
gather iu common. 


The defendant Hessians in 1876 con 


structed a drain ditch leading from 
his land to the Trujkee river of sut 
ncient capacity to carry, aud it did 
carry, alt the waste water brought 01 
used by him on his Und with the ex 
oeption of the 8 h of May, 1878 


The jury failed to nud whether tbe 


defendants, or either of them, used 
uny more water upon their laud Ihnu 
WJS proper and necessary to irrigate 
tlio same-, but did tiud that each de 
feciliiiu used proper und reasonable 
metbodii of irrigation 


The plaintiff, Henry Stephens, had 


damn across the slonyh or channel, 
iu which waste or surplus water from 
the lauds of defendants' flowed, and 
turned tbe water out upou his lauds 
to irrigate the same 


The grantors of the plainliff.Henry 


Stephens, appropriated, claimed and 
ised the waste water fluwiug from 
ine lands of defendants lor iiriga 
ting pnrposfs. 


The plaintiff. Pine, upon the land 


of the plaintiff, Blaisdell, used the 
waste water or surplus water flowing 
from the lands of Henry Stephens 
tor irrigating pnrpones. 


The waste water flowmsr from tlie 


lands of defendants 
flowed 
upon 


the lands of tho plaintiff, Henry 
Stephens, in a natural channel or 
iluiie;li, and be turned the water out 
uf »aid cb*i>\el upon his laud 


The waste water flowing from tlie 


lauds of defendants alter passing over 
the lauds of the plaintiff. Henry 
Stephens, flowed into an .irtitiVial 
ditch constructed upon tbe lands ol 
the plaintiff, Blaimiell, and 'hence 
into the drum ditch of the plamtiff-t 


The plaintiff's ditch was damaged 


to tl.e amount of $75. 


Tlie jury did not know how much 


it waa damaged by tbe water flowing 
from the lands of Mary Wall and 
lienry Weston, but found that it, was 
ilamagod $50 by the water flowing 
f r o m the landb of the defendants and 
^25 by th» "waste water flowing 
from pluintiff-t' lauds " 


It does uot appear from the evi 


deuce that the defendants acted in 
concert, or that tbe act of either in 
uuy mauuer produced the act of the 
oth r. 


We are of the opinion that the mo 


lion for a non suit ought to have 
been unstained. 


The general prinuipal is well set 


tied that where t*o or more parlies 
act, e ich for himself, m producing u 
result injurious to plaintiff they c.iu 
not be held joiu'ly liable fur the acts 
of each other.

Speaking of the resiilu 


that would tullovp if (he 4efBudunt 
was held habl» for the acts of others, 
the Supreme Court nays. It is im- 
material what may be ihe nature of 
their several acts, or uov small their 
share in tbe ultimate injucr. If. iu 
stead of coal dirt, otheri' wure felling 
trees and BuffWing their tops and 
branches to float down the stream 
finally tiudiug a lodgment in the 
dam with tbe coal dirt, he who threw 
in the coal lirt and he who felled the 
trees would each be responsible toi 
the acts of the other. In the same 
maniier separate 
trf>H[>a»Sflra 
who 


should haul their rubbish uponacity 
lot, and throw it upon the small pile, 
would each be liable for tbe 
wholfi, 


if the final result be tbe only criterion 
of liability. But the fallacy lies iu 
the assumption that Ibe deposit ol 
dirt by the stream in the basin is tlie 
foundation of liability 
It is the im 


mediate cause of the injury, but the 
ground of action is tbe negligent ant 
above. The right of actiou arises 
upou the act of throwing the dirt into 
the stream—this is tlie tort, while the 
deposit below is only a consequence 
Thn liability, therefore, begauuabove 
with The defendant's act upou bis 
own land, and this act was wholly 
separate and independent of all con-

The act of defendant Sea 
BiotiR in allowing tbe waste water to 
run from his land wag separate and 
independent from tbe act of defend- 
ant Stephens in allowing the waste 
water to run from his land and neith- 
er of them ooald be held liable in 
damages for the wrongful aota of the 
other.
